agree with them.” 

On Monday, Staples received a 
reply from the Premier, promising 
the issue would be referred to the 
Solicitor General. Whether that will 
change matters remains to be seen; 
after all, it is with the sanction of 
Cenaiko’s office that security reports 
about scheduled demonstrations are 
circulated to cabinet ministers for 
information. Opposition members, 
of course, do not receive those 
reports. 

Brent Ball, government centre and 
facilities security manager, and an 
employee of the Solicitor General, 
said the reports are for “accountabil- 
ity.” 

“When we have unscheduled 
groups show up, normally people 
call and we get contact information, 
so we can notify the various govern- 
ment ministries... because they many 
want to come out and talk to the 
group,” Ball said. 

He went on to explain that the 
taking down of names was also a 
security measure, so “depending on 
whatever it was that goes beyond 
the realm of acceptance, if it becomes 
criminal, or quasi-criminal, if we 
have to get the police in, of course 
we have to get information to identi- 
fy the wrong-doer.” 

“To have anybody go in there [on 
the legislature steps and surround- 
ing area] without being identified, or 
at least making an attempt to identi- 
fy, then what's the point of having 
security on the grounds?” he asked, 
exasperated. 

Questioned further about whether 
the practice of taking down the 
names conformed with Alberta’s 
privacy legislation, Ball called an 
end to the interview, recommending 
that further questions be forwarded 
to media relations staff in the Solici- 
tor General's office. 

Spokesman Andy Weiler con- 
firmed that reports with the names 
and contact numbers of demonstra- 
tion organizers who have scheduled 
events are given to government min- 
isters, in addition to the Edmonton 
Police Service.

ONE OF OUR PET PEEVES AT RE:READING |S 
how folks on the brink of le promi- 
nence in our society (say, politicians running 
for office, particularly loquacious , OF 
would-be bestselling authors) spend a few 
years out on student loans while getting their 
university degrees then, once their fortunes 
are more or less established, refer back to 
this period in their lives as a legitimate 
engagement with poverty. (IF we had it our 
way, if you spend more than the average 
pa recipient's monthly income on beer 
every wo weeks, then you wouldn’t ever, 
ever be allowed to call yourself poor.) 

At any rate, the enlightened and lonely 
writer at the National Post's arts bureau must 
like melodrama. Announcing that “Penniless 
Alberta author lands fantasy book deal,” 
Paula Simons opens her article on Edmon- 
ton-raised author Matthew Skelton’s new 
book deal: “An impoverished Canadian 
academic who wrote a children’s book while 
‘living out of a suitcase’ is set to become a lit 
erary sensation.” 

Simon eagerly reports that Endymion 
Spring will be translated into umpteen lan- 
guoges, will catapult the author to household 
name-status, and will win the author multi- 
million dollar advances for all subsequent 
books. Effectively, he’s the next J.K. Rowl- 
ings. Except this time, he’s all ours. 

As the Quill and Quire piece on Skelton 
notes, the hoopla surrounding Skelton’s rags- 
forriches story ignores his middle-class back- 
ground, academic credentials, and the fact

Quill ond Quire points out that the exag- 

geration is similar to that surrounding univer- 
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sity-educated, short-term welfare-mother J. K. 
Rowlings. This raises a larger question: Why 
do we demand such Dickensian backstories 
to the biographies of children’s fiction writs 
ers? The narrative arc of these promulgated 
life stories seem intended not to disprove the 
near-universal truism of authorial poverty, 
but to create a magic-realistic paradigm of 
YA fantasy. Those selected by supernatural 
forces to tell stories are awarded with riches 
and superstar status. 

Yet the way that we glorify the lives of 
these authors is not about universalizing sto- 
rytelling, either; rather, in this climate of 
widespread social negligence about the arts, 
creating meaningful stories is no longer 
domain of you and me. The poor, about 
whom we can now fantasize about in a posi- 
tive light, possess an innate ability not only to 
survive, but to take the carbon-black forces of 
institutional repression and create diamonds.

The engineer of Reject, Flemming 
cites an obsession with the disused 
and discarded in his practice.

Two of Richardson’s pieces are a 
gleeful middle finger to mass-pro- 
duced nature artists such as Robert 
Batemen—Untitled Antelope 1 and 2 
each paint mindlessly as you crank 
away on their handles. Thundering 
Herd is a painfully constricted group 
of buffalo (“such a symbol in Mani- 
toba, forever being evoked, even 
though we killed off all the actual 
buffalo here long ago”) hemmed in 
by power/phone lines. 

Experiments in Galvanism, the sinis- 
ter, Victorian-meets-Silicon Valley 
piece by Garnet Hertz is easily the 
most unsettling. Hertz has suspend- 
ed a genuine dead frog in mineral oil 
and rigged up its limbs to an elec- 
tronic stimulation system, which in 
turn is connected to an Ethernet 
cable. If you visit Latitude 53’s web 
site, you can manipulate the frog at 
the press of a button, forcing its little 
froggy legs back to life on an electri- 
cal and digital impulse. 

Wawzonek’s exhortation to play 
suddenly assumes a much creepier 
vibe when a corpse reanimated by 
our use of technology is involved.

LATELY, THERE SEEMS TO BE A TREND 
in big budget filmmaking to retrieve 
stories that provide the foundation 
of the themes and forms of Western 
Literature, but which have been, for 
the most part, forgotten. One would 
think that, because these essential 
stories are lost to the popular imagi- 
nation, the movie adaptations would 
want to tell the story straight. 

This has not been the case. 

For example, the recent Holly- 
wood adaptation of Tristan and 
Iseult, the great romance that is the 
prototype for Romeo and Juliet, disre- 


gards the essential element of erotic 
love: love that is passionate but for- 
ever unconsecrated due to interven- 
ing social forces. Instead, rather than 
sleeping with a sword between 
them, the lovers go at it naked in the 
forest every chance they get— 
Chivalry be damned! 

This may be a modem take, but 
while parodying canonical works 
that are too-much-with-us is a wor- 
thy strategy for evening the playing 
field, it seems a miscalculation to 
destabilize foundational works if 
your viewers are, at best, only 
vaguely familiar with them. If your 
audience is unfamiliar with a mas- 
terpiece, isn’t there potential for 
potency and freshness in a seriously 
engaged retelling? Maybe the prob- 








lem is that we are secretly no longer 
able to rise to the occasion of telling a 
truly heroic tale. 

These are questions one grapples 
with between expectation and deliv- 
ery of the Canadian/UK/Icelandic 
production of Beowulf & Grendel, 
from director Sturla Gunnarsson 
and screenwriter Andrew Rai 
Berzins. Beowulf, the epic story of the 
heroic exploits of a Scandinavian 
wartior prince during the Dark Ages 
(most notably his journey to the land 
of the Danes to rid them of a man- 
eating monster, Grendel), is consid- 
ered the first major work of English 
language and the primary source for 
the epic adventure story. Its hero is 
the archetype of the western hero as 
we know it today. Think Clint East-

He has succeeded in this—and 
also in giving us a sense of the 
uncertainty of this time: bringing us 
a tribal story of a King who rules a 
small group of men, wavering in 
their religious faith, from a Mead 
House on top of a lonely cliff. How- 
ever, in stripping the epic Hero of 
his quasi-divine status, essential to 
both the Christian and the Pagan 
story, Gunnarsson also takes some 
potency away from his re-telling of 
the tale.

There are lessons to be 
taught, statements to be made about 
the clandestine fraternity between 
men who work the land (sound 
familiar?) and what it is to be loyal to 
those you care about. The film also 
tackles the touchy subject of US- 
Mexican relations, and how power 
can ultimately corrupt men and soci- 
ety—a point reflected in lines such 
as, “Well, we need a few strawberry 
pickers,” uttered by a border patrol 
captain after a few Mexican refugees 


escape. 
Theoretically, all of the elements 
are in place for a startlingly wonder- 
ful film in this project of passion 
mounted by Jones, except that unlike 
the works of Shakespeare, wherein 
the conflict wrought by tragedy is 
internal, The Three Burials puts it all 
out there all of the time. There is an 
uneasy energy in this film because 
we hear over and over again lines

When Frank 
tries to have Eddie shot (in the afore- 
mentioned Toronto-located faux- 
Irish pub), Jack guns down one of 
his men and goes on the run with 
the prisoner in desperate bid to get 
to the courthouse before the case is 
tossed out for lack of a witness. Out- 
numbered, out of shape, and almost 
outof time, Jack has to use whatever 
means necessary to run the 16-block 
gauntlet—in fact, the film is in many 
ways a remake of the Clint East- 
wood film The Gauntlet. 

As far as pacing and atmosphere 
g0; 16 Blocks is a taut cat’n’ mouse 
game through creaky apartments, 
garbage-ridden alleys and steamy 
basements housing sweatshops and 
restaurant kitchens. As long as you 
don’t stop to wonder why Jack 
doesn’t just put in a call to the FBI, 
the film packs enough punch and 
surprises torecommend it as tense 
time-waster. It’s also got some excit- 
ing gunplay, and although Mos Def 
is irritating, Willis’ unlikely hero is 
well worth rooting for. Willis’ film 
noir-style take on the doomed hero 
rescues the film from some other- 
wise over-the-top scenarios, such as 
a bus-jacking.

In other words, Travel Alberta 
will market our province to the 
world’s skiing and snowboarding 
community, but not to the queer 
community. 

Alberta’s response to Brokeback’s 
surprise success contrasts starkly 
with that of the State of Wyoming, 
the setting of the story that inspired 
the movie. Wyoming has launched 
an all-out campaign to drag the 
Queer tourist dollar to its foothills, 
even though the foothills of 
Wyoming don’t appear anywhere 
within the film. They’ve spent lots to 
attract that most lucrative of dollars: 
the Gay Tourist Dollar. Homo-bud- 
dies and lifelong partners can plan 
an Ennis-and-Jack-type getaway, 
complete with camping, creekside 
bathing, crystal lakes, and jagged

peaks. 

And even though the scenery dri- 
ving the homos into the foothills 
ISN’T Wyoming’s to claim, it’s 
working.

Brokeback director Ang Lee was sin- 
cerely moved as he accepted his Best 
Director Oscar, saying that the victo- 
ry was a nod “not just for all the gay 
men and women whose love is 
denied by society, but the greatness 
of love itself.”

Director/Designer Schmidt deftly 
transforms the tiny Third Space 
Cabaret into a sleekly chic salon, 
replete with glowing reds, inky 
black, and some of the most arrest- 
ing throw cushions ever. With its 
nods to the Nuremburg rallies and 
the Art Deco, this room is forbid- 
dingly gemutlich. That its inhabi- 
tants lack the ability to escape its

confines calls to mind the setting of 
Sartre’s No Exit. 

Ensconced are the doomed Eva 
Braun (Melissa Hande), mistress to 
Adolf Hitler, and Clara Petacchi 
(Davina Stewart), Benito Mussolini's 
companion. Petacchi and Braun 
have met for tea in the German 
Chancellery while their men discuss 
the fate of the world in another 
room. Through these mistresses, 
MacDonald delves uncompromis- 
ingly into the darkest depths of 
human complicity and depravity. 

As the play unwinds, the demure 
téte-a-téte performs a subtly sinister 
180-degree turn. The women, reposi- 
tories for the fleshly lusts of Fas- 
cism’s avatars, in their turn become 
mouthpieces for the ideologies 
poured their lovers have inseminat- 
ed them with daily. “Men live by 
myths,” says Braun at one point, 
“but women create them.”

Trevor Schmidt's production is— 
there’s no other word for it—sexy, 
From the catwalk antics of Petacchi, | 
to the undulations of red-lit flesh, he | 
captures the lure of smug coziness | 
that can inure even the most sensi- 
tive to the horrors of intolerance. © 
Tightly choreographed, fluidly 
staged, Schmidt's pacing alternates 
spiky staccato moments with caress 
ing sensuality, untrammeled horror 
and crisp comedy. His reading of the 
play is intelligent, allowing the y 
drama to bruise the onlooker, but 
never allowing the anger inherent in 
the piece to become an over the top 
rant. 

Perhaps Schmidt's greatest direc- 
torial coup in Summit Conference is 
his choice of cast. As the doomed SS 
officer, Mark Jenkins brings an 
undeniable presencé to the stage. 

Melissa Hande captures Braun's 
ambivalence in an unapologetic per- 
formance. There is a strange vulner- 
ability at play here: her Braun is all 
too aware of her transience, her tro 
bles are petty ina way, but there is 
also a sickening pragmatism in this 
portrayal. This faceted performance 
captures the serenity of the sleep- 
walker, whose dead eyes glow eerily 
with the ferocity of the fanatic. The 
Bavarian peasant is never too far 
beneath the surface of this elegantly 
dressed icon. 

Davina Stewart is viciously feline 
as Petacchi.

Fringe hit. 

Written and co-starring Matt 
Alden (Boy Groove and Blacklisted), 
RealTime tells the story of an oddball, 
housebound pair—Billy and Jesse, 
played by Alden and Vanessa 
Sabourin—who find romance on- 
line. 

Billy is a world-shy and slightly 
naive computer nerd who still lives 
at home with his parents, while Jesse 
is unemployed, has anger manage- 
ment issues, an ex-con for an ex- 
boyfriend, and is just coming off of 
house arrest. The Nerd-meets-Fish 
pairing is united initially by their 
love of an on-line game called Dun- 
geon Quest. 

“It’s a fast-paced comedy about an 
Internet relationship that’s trying to 
make it in the real world,” says 
Alden of the play that was nominat- 
ed for five Sterling Awards includ- 
ing Best New Fringe Work. 

“A lot of people meet up this way 
and it seemed like an interesting 
way to have two different people 


meet up that never would have oth 
erwise,” says the actor-writer, who 
admits to not hay ing been ver 
adept with computers when he start- 
ed writing the play 

Alden says that while he personal- 
ly has never made romantic connec- 
tions on-line, fiends of his hav 
including his co-writer fora music 
he penning for the St. Albert's Inter- 
national Children’s Festival. (The 
work in question—Emperor—is a 


retelling of “The Emperor's New 
Clothes” except it’s about a pop star 
instead of an Emperor and a magical 
song that only people with musical 
good taste can hear instead of an 
invisible suit of clothing.) 

Alden says he was thrilled with 
the initial success of RealTime back in 
2004, noting that he and his co-star 
have revisited the show from a per- 
formance standpoint and upped the 
physicality of some of the scenes. 

“The big goblin fighting scene is 
now a huge epic,” Alden says, 
adding that he and Sabourin are 
longtime face-to-face friends, having 
first met in 1992 at the St. Albert 
Children’s Theatre. 

Alden also notes that Blacklisted, 
the popular sketch comedy troupe 
that he belongs to, will be perform- 
ing immediately after RealTime on 
the show’s second and third week- 
end. “You might say Blacklisted are 
sketch-prov masters who practice 
the highest form of low standard 
comedy.”

Wayz’s new album focuses on the positive 


"MAN, | CRASHED MY CAR TODAY,” WAYZ 
explains as he arrives slightly behind sched 
ule. “It’s nothin parstey te i's going to be 
expensive, i, Sa what | mean” 

Money is never too far off the mind of 
Wayz, a.k.a. Orville Green, who, along with 
his manager Q.B. (“I call him Q-Bert the 
Genius”), operates Edmonton's own Tuff 
house Records, established in 1998. 

Life Itself is the latest release on Tuffhouse, 
and is also the second release for Wayz, but 
it's a world apart from his first outing, 
2000's Streets 

“Vm in a beter mindset this time around,” 
confesses Wayz. “I had a lot of anger and 
rage before my last album.” Having as 
served two years in prison (where he first 
learned to rap), Green was poised to contin 
ve on a destructive path until the birth of his 
son tumed everything around. “At that point 
there was a real change, a real growth. | 
realized it was time to pa my game and 
take things to the next level 

The production on Life Iiself features the 
talents of the growing in-house production 
team at Tuffhouse, and serves crisp beats 
with hook-laden choruses. The lyrics touch on 
his upbringing (“Diary of a Survivor’), deal- 
ing with the relatively newfound understand- 


ing of fatherhood (“Father's Pain”), as well 
as his love and respect for the history of bip- 
hop (“Do You Remember Old School”). “I'm 
bringing it back to the ‘80s, you know—Kur- 
tis Blow, Roxanne Shante, DJ Kool Herc.” 

Wayz also rails against the fired gangsta 
posturing of today’s mainstream hip-hop. 
"Taking care of oe kid is gangsta, playa, 
Wayz explains as he shovels some food into 
his two-year-old son’s mouth, reiterating the 
message of his song “Gangsta (The 
Metaphor).” 

"Ym working on changing the metaphor, 
changing the meaning. Anyone can talk 
about robbing people or shooting some- 
body. My son’s got a toy gun; even he can 
act it out.” 

Though the years between albums may 
suggest @ labour-intensive process, Green 
notes the delay had more to do with taking 
care of label business than writer’s block. 
“Seriously, it takes me a half hour to do a 
song. | mostly freestyle, there's no need for 
pen and paper.” 

Speedy though the recording was, the 
album was pushed back from its initial Sep- 
tember 2005 release date, and was mas- 
tered three times before it sounded right to 
Wayz and the crew at Tufthouse.

“When Stalin put the Jews on trains and 
sent them to different parts of the country, he 
actually ended up saving many of them,” 
notes the Montreal resident with some irony 
about the concerted attempt by Uncle Joe to 
rid the Communist Party of Jewish “influ- 
ence.” 

It worked out oddly well for Oppen- 
heim—his grandparents escaped from their 
potential gulag and immigrated to France, 
were Oppenheim was born. “Because of 
this, my grandmother, she actually does not 
mind Stalin so much,” he chuckles. 

There's a point to this preamble—klezmer 
is, in many ways, the blues of the Jewish 
community, and there’s nothing that pro- 
duces the blues feeling like a sustained 
purge. 





Illuminated rock 


That’s where the similarities end, of 
course—unlike blues, purist musical authen- 
ticity doesn’t really come into play with 
Klezmer. I's always been an eclectic music, 
picking up on various sources, from Greek 
fo Gypsy to Yiddish folk songs. It started out 
as wedding music, basically, and in that 
sense, Kleztory is almost traditionalist, 
especially in comparison to the number of 
klezmer/jazz-fusion bands popping up in 
the last decade or so. 

The group, which had its genesis in a 
band called Les Gitans Sédentaires, was 
started by guitarist Alain Legault and bassist 
Mark Peetsma in 1997, eventually picking 
up Oppenheim, clarinetist Airat Ichmouratov, 
Violinist Elvira Misbakhova, and a new name 
in the early part of the next decade. 

A couple of albums (2003's Musique 
Klezmer and 2004's Kleztory & | Musici/Yuli 
Turovski) and their spirited performances 
have also generated up a formidable 
amount of acclaim. 

Aside from some decidedly non-tradition- 
al arrangements, Kleztory hew fairly close to 
the source, but their own backgrounds— 
Quebecois, French, Canadian, Russian— 
colour the final result.

how to bea thug. 

The first people to be directly 
influenced by the gangster element 
in their neighborhood in conjunction 
with early musical pieces would 
have to be NWA. The important 
part about what most consider the 
ultimate thug rap group is that 
none of them had a serious criminal 
history. 

Eazy-E funded his record label 
through dealing drugs but, relatively 
speaking, he was pretty small scale. 

Ice Cube’s parents both worked at 
UCLA and he had a calm, middle 
class upbringing. 

Dr. Dre originally wore jumpsuits 
and did choreographed dances 
while producing for an R&B-tem- 
pered group called the World Class 
Wreckin’ Cru.
